WASHINGTON, April 2.—Ameri- 
ca’s shipping problem developed two 
phases today that are disquieting to 
those charged with the solution of 
it. The first has to do with the un- 
eatisfactory number of launchings 
and completions during March. No 
figures were given out. The second 
point,-which largely affects the first, 
has to do with the serious shortage 
of steel plates at many shipyards. 
Through this shortage the building 
program has been delayed from 30 
to 60 days. Ways are lying empty in 
several yards and difficulties.are be- 
ing encountered in holding together 
the expert workmen who are com- 
pelled to remain idle. 

Some Profiteering Charged. 

The responsibility for the steel 
shortages seems to be divided among 
several sources. The charge is di- 
rectly made that one cause lies in 
profiteering on the part of several of

disposing of their finished plates to 
private consumers at prices in ex- 
cess of what the Government agreed 
to pay.

in such manner as to assure the allies 
the maximum of aid. 

The movement was accomplished 
with entire satisfaction and smooth- 
ness despite sundry difficulties that 
had to be overcome, and there is 
every prospect that further moves 
necessary to bring the American 
troops into the fighting will be car- 
ried out with equal dispatch. The 
American people may rest assured 
that at a not remote date, their full 
force in France that is available for 
fighting, will be actively engaged on 
the west front, and that troops sent 
over from the United States from 
now on will Rave no cause to com- 
plain about long delays in rest camps 
and in training quarters before see- 
ing action.

INDIANA TO GO DRY TONIGHT 
UNLESS LAW IS HELD INVALID 


Supreme Court Hears Arguments in 
Test Suit to Determine Consti- 
tionality of Prohibition Act. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 2 (Ry 
A. P.).—Arguments in a test case 
to determine whether the State-wide 


prohibition law in Indiana is consti- 
tutional, were heard in the State Su- 
preme Court today. The law pro- 
vides that Indiana shall become 
“dry” at midnight tonight. Unless 
the Supreme Court should give a de- 
cision immediately after the argu- 
ments, something it seldom or never 
has done in this State, the law will 
take effect and the liquor business 
will have to suspend at least until 
the Court makes its ruling. 

Two cases involving the constitu- 
tionality of the law are pending ir. 
the Supreme Court. A County Court 
Judge at Evansville has held the law 
to be unconstitutional. A County 
Court Judge at Gary ruled thé oppo- 
site. The arguments set for today 
are in the case from Evansville. At- 
torneys in the Gary case have asked 
the Court to hear them at the same 
time, as they wish to present slightly 
different contention from that of 
the interests which filed the suit at 
“yaneville, but the Court had not 
ruled on the request early today.

BRITISH OFFICIAL 
HERE. URGES WAR 
LABOR AGREEMENT 


‘‘Essential to Maintain Output of 
Munitions and Supplies,’”’ Says 
William Mosses. 


ON MISSION TOURING U. S. 


Tells of England’s Plan to Avert 
Strikes—Men Idle 14 Days 
Taken by Army. 


William Mosses of London, rep- 
resenting the Labor Supply Depart- 
ment of the British Ministry of Mu- 
nitions, and former general secretary 
of the Federated Engineering Ship- 
building Trades of Great Britain, said 


to a Post-Dispatch reporter today 
that an agreement between the Gov- 
ernment and the labor unions was 
essential to maintain the production 
of munitions and essential war sup- 
plies. 

‘“Wtihout such agreements, now in 
force for three years in England,’’ he 
said, “disaster would certainly have 
overtaken us.’’ 

Mosses and Charles Duncan, M. 
P., secretary of the Workers’ Union, 
a body of unskilled labor, are here 
as two of the four members of the 
British Labor Commission now tour- 
ing the United States. They will at- 
tend the Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon at the Planters Hotel to- 
morrow, and will speak tomorrow 
night at Central Trades Hall, 
Olive street, before labor union men

Few Strikes in Britain. 

‘The vital thing,’’ siad Mosses, ‘‘is 
to avoid stoppage of essential work 
in wartime. This we have succeeded 
in doing through the agreement be- 
tween the Government and labor. 
We have accepted, for the war, the 
principle of seh maui industrial 
arbitration. 

“No strike—and hii occur very 
seldom in Britain now—can fast 
more than 14 days. If a man goes 14 
days without a job the army takes 
him. As a matter of fact, it needn’t 
take a man 14 minutes to get a job. 

“The unions have set their faces 
against strikes. . Men in thé: iron, 
steel, engineering or shipbuilding 
trades who go on strike are deprived 
of all support, moral or financial, 
trom their societies, uitil they. re- 
turn to work. 

Machinery of Arbitration. 

“The machinery of compulsory 
arbitration is in the hands of the 
Committees on Producttfon, three in 
number, of three men each. These 
committees have brought empfoyers 
and workers together as they were 
never brought together before. The 
employers come by compulsion, for 
if they fail to respond to the sum- 
mons, the case goes against them by 
default, and the employes’ claim is 
granted. 

“But when these meetings are 
held, the employérs are often sur- 
prised to find that.the workmen are 
willing to hear and consider their 
side of the question. In some cases 
employers have shaken hands witn 
their men, who never before did such 
a thing. 

“No advance in wages is permit- 
ted, unless it is sanctigned by the 
Committees on Production. It can 
be said, roughly, that the increase 
in wages has about kept pace with 
the increased cost of food. : The in- 
crease in food prices, at its highest 
point, reached 106 per cent, and 
while the increase in wages has not 
sone so high as this, it is to be re- 
tnembered that some other items of 
the cost of living have not advanced. 
Rent, for instance, is kept stationary 
by law, for all houses renting for 
26 pounds a year or less. 

“Of 6,000,000 workers in Britain 
today, 4,500,000 are in the essential]

WASHINGTON, April 2 (By A. 
P.).—The announcement from Lon- 
don that some American army units 
are to be brigaded with British and 
French organizations, was interpret- 
ed by army officers here today as in- 
dicating that the United States Gov- 
ernment is ready to thrust aside all 
question of national pride in placing 
American man power at the imme- 
diate disposal of the allies. 

The plan was decided on at confer- 


ences betwen Secretary Baker and 
Gens. Bliss and Pershing and British 
and French officials. So far as known 
the War Department had not been 
officially informed today. 

Details of the method to be fol- 
lowed presumably will be arranged 
by Gen. Pershing. There was every 
indication that the American troops 
now in training here are to be rushed 
across. 

National Aspect Won’t Be Impaired. 


The British statement carefully 
notes that the national aspect of 
Gen. Pershing’s army is not to be 
impaired. The building up of that 
purely American war machine will 
proceed as rapidly as possible. To 
supplement that effort, however, 
other American units will be fed to 
the front through the French and 
British lines to meet the _ present 
emergency. 

‘“‘Arrangements for the transporta- 
tion of these additional forces,’’ the 
British statement said, “are now be- 
ing completed.” 

This was regarded here as an !- 
dication that the full extent of Brit- 
ish troop ship capacity is to be de- 
voted to taking forward American 
units, and assures, it dsaid;-the 
early delivery in Eyrope of at least 
double the American ‘man power 
that could have been forwarded in 
the same time otherwise. 

It was noted that the statement 
pointed out that the American forces 
merged with the British and French 
are to be withdrawn when their 
training is completed and “*‘Gen. Per- 
shing wishes to withdraw them to 
build up the American army.” To 

y officers here, however, the pic- 
ture presented after active opera- 
tions is one of French-American and 
British-American units of the French 
and British armies, in which the indi- 


' vidual soldiers will be so intermixed 


that it will:be impossible to with- 
draw them without disintegrating the 
divisions or brigades. 

Merging Believed to Be Certain. 


Whatever efforts may be made to 
keep a purely American unit in a 
veteran division of one of the other 
armies, officers say, the exigencies 
of conflict and the problem of re- 
placing losses will lead to the crea- 
tion ultimately of composite battal- 
ions rather than of divisions, made 
up on French and American or Brit- 
ish and American units. 

A complete merging of the men is 
as certain, it is believed, as is the 
merging of regular army, National 
Army and National Guard units in 
the American army. There is no 
practical way to avoid it, officers 
say, without impairing the efficacy 
of the entire force. 

There are many officers who be- 
lieve this to be the only practical 
solution of the transportation and 
supply problems, if American mili- 
tary power is to be made immediate-

Ecolo de Guerre. Yet he became 
more of an articulate authcrity than 
Joffre. He is the author of two 
books whigh are standard, even in 
Germany; it may be said in passing 
that there for 20 years he has been 
appreciated at his true worth, and 
it is safe to say that nowhere in the 
world has his. present appointment 
been taken with greater seriousness 
than at the Imperial Grand Head- 
quarters. The two books are “The 
Principles of War” and “‘The Con- 
duct of War.’ They would bear 
qoutation to a considerable length 
at this time, and it may be’ well to 
pick from them his opinions on the 
two vital subjects of most general 
importance. (In the main they are 
technical disquisitions on tactics and 
strategy.) 


In the beginning of one of his yol- 
umes Foch has placed a quotation 
from Joseph de Maistre, “a lost bat- 
tle is a battle one believes one’s self 
to have lost; in a material sense nod 
battle can be lost. * * * A bat- 
tle, then, can only be lost morally. 
If so, it is only morally that a bat- 
tle is won. 


Three’ especially \ C notable things 
have been.said about “Foch in various 
Parisian papers since his elevation 
to his present high command has 
been talked about in the last month. 
Iirst, it is said that he is “great in 
his vision of the next hour,’’ In other 
words, he believes it to be the func- 
tion of a General to know not only 
what the enemy has done, which he 
easily learns by- scanning his reports, 
but to co-ordinate these actions, to 
pass, in imagination, into the place 
of his adversary, to reconstruct that 
adversary's problem: to think it out 
as the adversary’ would, yet even 
more quickly, and thus to anticipatea 
the coming movements that are to 
be made against him. It was this 
quality that doubtless endeared him 
to Joffre at the Marne to such an ex- 
tent that the Field Marshal called 
him, in a burst of generosity, “the 
first strategist in Europe.” 


His second frequently noted 
quality is a tenacious memory 
coupled with a curious disdain for 
detail. He deals to principles and 
vital decisions, leaving the mastery 
of a mass of details to others, as 
well as their execution. Yet with 
this faculty of disattachment goes an 
intuitive perception which uncannily 
picks out the essential from the 
mass, so that he never seems un- 
informed, and a memory that never 
forgets even the smallest deta!). 


It is said that his memory is so 
good that he will not burden it 
with the Infinitude of trivial mat. 
tera which might easily absorb the 
time of a commander in so vast a 
complex machine as the allied army.

What He Did at the Marne. 


Just the same, when the moment 
arrives, Foch wil not hesitate to put 
his last ounce of energy, his last 
man, into the, breach. It was prac- 
tically what“he did on the Marne 


when he seized the nearest neigh- 
boring division, hasStened it across his 
own rear, and attacked with it on the 
German flank after his own troops 
were all routed. Simultaneously he 
rdered his already defeated divisions 
to return to the attack. Whether or 
not he will ‘‘fight it out on this line 
if it takes all summer,” as Grant did, 
remains to be seen. His’ record 
would reveal his military genius to 
be that of the rapfer rather than that 
of the broadsword. What we are to 
observe is the conflict of his finely

The etor, of this, the finest of 
Foch's achievements, has been often 
told, but will bear repeating, Capt, 
X, of the French army, in Scrib-

His Most Famous Act. 


A few miles away was Monde- 
mont, beyond which rose a cliff that 
commanded the valley of the Marne.

In 1916 a party of cofrespondents 
visited the 1914 battlefield and went 
over the disputed ground. All were 
especially fascinated by the line from 
La Fere Champenoise in Mondemont, 
the line which had been held by the 
Ninth Army under Foch. It was then 
learned for the first time that Foch 
had under his command only about 
120,000 men, while he was opposed 
by about 200,000 Germans, and that 
these included the Prussian Guard, 
‘the flower of the Kaiser’s army. — 

The headquarters’ officers: in 
charge of this party, though discreet 
in singling out any one officer for 
praise, which is distinctly the French 
way, yet were clear in indicating that 
it was the French consensus of opin- 
ion that, while every General in the 
allied line contributed to the victory 
of the Marne, it was Foch who, with 
inferior forces but brilliant strategy 


of defeat, caused more trouble to the 
Germans than even Manoury and the 
army of Paris. 

Foch’s Feat at the Yser. 

Again, at the Yser, Foch per 
formed a similar feat. It was at the 
first battle of Ypres. Here it was 
that, in the words of the London 
Standard, “he loosed the dikes and 
flooded the Germans with French- 
men.”” The Germans then seemed to 
have an incredible supply of reserves 
and forced the attack relentlessly 
and, it seeemd, victoriously. The 
Belgian and English armies, left to 
themselves, must have given way be- 
fore the incredible assaults. Foch, 
at the crisis, spared nothing of the 
French reserves. It has never been 
officially revealed how many corps 
he threw into the breach, but he suc- 
ceeded in raising a human dike to 
stay the Teuton inundation. 

As each battalion arrived it was 
thrown into the furnace. Not a day, 
not an hour, could be Iost. Every 
gap had to be filled. Nor did the 
French under Foch limit themselves 
to the defensive. From time to time 
they passed to the counterattack with 
the greatest spirit.: The epic fighting 
at Dixmunde was an instance of of- 
fering the most effective resistance 
by carrying the battle to the enemy. 

British historians credit Foch with 
having saved the day, and therefore 
with having saved the Channel ports 
from German domination, thus keep- 
ing the submarine bases a little 
further from England. King Geurge 
V. lost no time in conferring on Foch 
the Order of the Bath. This decor- 
ation is one of the most highly prized 
ir the gift of the British monarch. 
It is never. awarded as a mere in- 
ternational courtesy, and even a 
brother ruler must have rendered 
invaluable services to England to re- 
ceive it. 

When asked after the Yser why he 
had so few prisoners in the stem- 
ming of a desperate assault, Gen. 
Foch replied: “I don’t think the 
Germans had an opportunity to sur- 
render. Our machine guns and bay- 
onets did not give them the chance.” 

As in the case of all successful 
Generals, many apacryphal stories 
are afloat about Foch. One that is 
persistently circulated in the French 
Army is that he always proceeds to 
the front in person when the fight 
is fiercest. It has been said that he 
escapes from his staff and will be 
found in the mast exposed positions 
in the front-line trenches. Such 
stories may endear him to his men. 
but those who know him and his 
scholarly restraint smile at all the 
reports. Said one of the American 
attaches who accompanied him at 
the Marne in commenting on these 
yarns: “It is ridiculous, Foch is 
not go lacking In the conscience of a 
commanding officer. I seriously 
doubt if he has ever been in a front- 
iine trench when it was under fire.” 

A pen-picture of Foch in action 
appeared a year ago in L’Illustra- 
tion of Paris. There his headquar- 
ters were described as situated miles 
in the rear of the line and only in 
distant sound of the cannonading. 
The room in which he worked was 
devotd of chairs, and there he might 
have been observed, but only by 
members of his staff, standing alert- 
ly and gravely, with a telephone at- 
tached to a wall bracket and the 
telegraph, room adjoining. 

In Foch's room itself was no con- 
fusion and the strictest military iis- 
cipline.

Foch’s View of Relations 
of a Commander in Chief 
anc His Subordinates 

(From “The Conduct of 
War,” a text book in use in the 
French Military Academy at 
Saint Cyr.) 

N war, except for the Com- 
mander in Chief, every of- 
ficer is subordinate. Ev- 

ery one of them in seeking to 
command must seek to obey. 
Obedience, however, is a diffi- 
cult art. Many circumstances, 
to say nothing of the enemy, 
interfere with the \pxecution 
of the order received. To over- 
come these difficulties demands 
a mental discipline that is intel- 
ligent and alert. 

A commander should be, first 
K.and foremost, a man of charac- 
ter, but he should also be capa- 
ble of the comprehension and 
resources necessary for obedi- 
ence. Discipline involves a men- 
tal activity, an activity of reflec- 
tion; it is not a matter of immo- 
bility, like the silence of the 
ranks. Discipline in a comman- 
der does not mean merely the 
execution of orders, within con- 
venient, just, rational, or even 
possible limits. It means a frank 
entry into the thoughts and in- 
tentions of whoever is in  su- 
preme command and the adop- 
tion of every means to satisfy 
them. 

Discipline does not méan a si- 
lent acquiescence that limits it- 
self to whatever can be under- 
taken without compromising 
one’s self; it is not the art of 
avoiding responsibilities. ee 
the art of acting in the spirit of 
a given order, and calls us to 
that end to find in our intelli- 
gence a means of executing the 
order, and in our character the 
energy to take the necessary 
risks.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 


FRANCE, Sunday, March 31 (By A. 
P.).—A daring attempt by the Ger- 
mans to cross the @Mise today and 
form a bridgehead permitting of fu- 
ture advances was easily frustrated 
by the French. One of the famous 
storm battalions succeeded in getting 
over near Chauny, but never re- 
turned. It was almost entirely an- 
nihilated. There remained only about 
100 unwounded men, whom the 
French took prisoners. 

Nearly all the bridges crossing the 
Oise have been destroyed and the 
French hold strong positions on the 
southern bank, while all 
fords are covered by artillery. 

Sanguinary engagements, in which

At no period of the war has tlhe 
fighting been so fierce. The Ger- 
mans intended at any cost to reach 
and destroy the railroad communica- 
tion at Amiens connecting the north 
and south. Today, the eleventh day 
of the battle, they find before’ them 
a solid wall of allied troops, which 
daily is becoming firmer, as artillery 
is advancing from all directions to 
support the infantry, which has stood 
the entire shock up to the present. 

A word must be said for the allied 
aviators, who, from the beginning 
of the battle, have worked inces- 
santly, taking the place of cavalry 
for reconnaissances and often de- 
scending to an altitude of a hun- 
dred feet or less to attack with ma- 
chine guns the advancing infantry. 
Their daring seemed to have an al- 
most paralyzing effect on the Ger- 
man .footmen, but often when the 
airmen returned to the afrdromes to 
obtain more ammunition, their air- 
planes were found to be absolutely 
‘riddled with bullet holes. 

It appears that certain of the Ger- 
man forces possess many tanks, but 
so far they have been utilized very 
little. An order shows that five of 
these were placed at the disposition 
of one division, while prtsoners de- 


| have been constructed since last fall. 
These vehicles comprise small tanks, 
'10 tons in weight and eight meters 
‘long, three meters wide and 3% high. 
(and land cruisers 14 meters long, 
four wide and four, high, with a 
speed of from seven to 15 kilome- 
ters. They are armed with cannon 
and machine guns, as well as flame 
projectors. They are provtded with 
doors and apertures which can be 
hermetically closed, so as to allow 
them to pass through gas clouds. 
Armored Motor Cars Used. 

It is believed that the Germans in- 
tend to use these tanks to follow the 
first waves of infantry and deal with 
the resistance on the center. 

The allies Wuring their retreat 
made frequent use of armored motor 
cars fitted with machine guns to 
harry their pursuers. One of these 
which came in close contact with 
the enemy throughout a whole day, 
became ditched.

QUEBEC, April 2 (By A. P.}.—

FOUR-FOLD INCREASE IN 
INCOME TAX RETURNS 


About 50,000 Filed With Feder- 
al Revenue Collector Here 
Under New Law. 


About 50,000 individuals and cor- 
porations in the St. Louis district 
had made Federal income tax re- 
turns when the closing hour for fil- 
ing them arrived last midnight. In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Moore kept 
his office open until that time to give 
latecomers an opportunity to make 
their returns without incurring pen- 
alties of fine and added taxation. 


Delinquents must pay a fine of $20 
to $1000. 

It is estimated by the Collector 
that three-fifths of the incomes on 
which returns were made will be 
taxable. Under the old Federal in- 
come tax law, which allowed larger 
exemptions, the annual number of 
returns made was about 10,000, and 
50 per cent of the incomes were tax- 
able. 

About two per cent of those who 
made returns this year have already 
paid their tax, though the final day 
for payment is June 15 next. 

A systematic check on the returns 
of individuals and corporations will 
at once be begun by employes of the 
Collector's office and all statements 
made in the returns will be investi- 
gated. 

The penalty for making a false re- 
turn is $2000 fine, or one year in jail 
or both. For failure to pay the tax 
by June 15 the penalty is an addition 
of 50 per cent to the tax and an addi- 
tion of 1 per cent for each month or 
fraction of a month in which it re- 
mains unpaid.

Every available American citizen 
who can do factory, clerical, en- | 
gineering or executive work: which 
will aid in the manufacture of muni- | 
tions, and who is not now engaged 
in Government employment, is asked 
to volunteer for this service. 

Place of Employment. 

Mechanical. draftsmen, chemists | 
and clerk-bookkeepers will be em- | 
ployed at Washington. Inspectors of 
munitions will serve at the various | 
ordnance manufacturing plants | 
throughout the United States. 

The mechanical draftsman takes 
the initial step tm the intricate proc: 
ess of gun manufacture. He is pro- 
vided with a light and very civtntor't- | 
able drafting room in Washington. | 
The big howitzer that delivers its de-| 
structive blow at the enemy appears | 
first in the form of a drawing, the 
work of the mechanical draftsman. | 
Before a gun can be manufactured, 
the mechanical draftsman must have | 
performed his part of the program. | 
For this position there are required 
men experienced in automobile, trac-' 
tor or truck work; or in designing | 
small machine parts; or versed in 


small tools, jigs and fixtures or as| 
gauge designs or im drafting 
and designing machinery involving | 
heavy castings, such as steel raliwey 
ears and other railroad equipment; 
or in the work with optical instru- 
ments or any other instruments of 
precision. 

Mechanical engineers can be util- 
ized in the Ordnance Department in 
the superintendence and inspection 
of artillery ammunition, shells, fuses, 
trench warfare material, guns and 
gun carriages.

Post-Dispatch Man at the Front 
Tells How French and British 
Forces Rallied. 


SOLDIERS FULL OF FIGHT 


Much Heavy Artillery Saved— 
Roads Filled With Refugees 
—Red Cross Aid.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY IN 


FRANCE, April 1.—Through the 
courtesy of the French military au- 
thorities I was enabled to be on the 
spot last Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday near the point where the 
combined French and British’ forces 
foiled the German attempt to reach 
Paris through the Valley of the Oise 


and forced their change in the Ger-: 


man plans which developed into the 
present attack along the front be- 
tween Moreuil and Lassigny. 

The British and French rally on 
the south bank of the Oise after an 
orderly retreat was a magnificent 
spectacle and also a magnificent ex- 
hibition of the heroism, resourcefu]- 
ness and power of our associates in 
defense and counter attack. Com- 
pared with this struggle in open 
country with all branches of arms 
engaged, including cavalry, the raids 
and bombardments I had witnessed

the country between the Aisne and | 


'the Oise out of- which the French | 
drove the Germans a year ago in the | 
' campaign of the Chemin des Dames. 

We met hundreds of refugees 
| walking or riding on camions fur- 

nished by the Red Cross. It was a 
pitiable sight—old men, women and 
children driven forth the second time 
from lands they had recovered after 
the French drove the Germans north 
last March and April. All were brave 
and confident of another and event- 
ual victory. The sound of cannonad- 
ing to north, east and west was con- 
tinuous. 

Removing Last Refugees. 

Early in the afternoon we reached 
Blerancourt, the principal village un- 
der course of reconstruction under 
the auspices headed by Anne Mor- 
gan, deserted by all save Mrs. Dike. 
in charge, and Miriam Blagdon of 
New York, superintending the re- 
moval of personal effects and the 
last refugees to move to points south. 

Two wounded French soldiers left 
by the American women had orders 
to saturate all supplies with oil and 
set them on fire in case the Germans 
advanced across the Oise into the 
village. 

The Germans did not advance and 
the village is still intact—the frontier 
outpost of American reconstruction 
work in France, a monument to the 
generosity and 


/we headed for Noyon, which the Ger- 
mans had captured the night before. 

The roads and fields were congest- 
ed with French and British infantry, 
cavalry and artillery reforming the 
battle line along the south bank of 
the Oise. For miles and miles artil- 
lery positions were being established 
in the open field forests and villages. 
Much artillery was in action shell- 
ing the German advance. There was 
amazing quiet and orderliness and I 
realized for the first time the truth 
of the assertion that the front line 
is the quietest place in the field dur- 
ing an open battle. 

Had Saved Most of Guns. 

All the British and French who 
had retreated were fully equipped 
and had saved most of their guns. 


The sun shone but the’sky was hazy 


with blue and gray smoke. Our au- 
tomobile wormed through the crush 
to the village of Pontoise and up 
along ‘straight stretch to a bridge.

At the point where 
the British lines consolidate with the 
French we learned for the first time 
that. Gen. Foch had been placed in 
supreme command. 
Men and Officers Confident. 

The confidence of men and Offi- 
cers of both armies that the Germans 
could not pass the Oise was inspiring. 
We turned and motored in the direc- 
tioon of Chauny, getting for the first 
time a realization of the magnitude 
of the preparations for defense. We 
could see along the roads for miles 
to the north and east interminable 
lines of French artillery moving into 
action. Back of Chauny at a cross- 
roads a tire blew out a short distance 
from the British position where guns 
had just gone into action. The Ger- 
mans, replying, dropped shells all 
around us while we were putting on 


a new tire, one landing in a field 
only 50 yards away. We made the 
quickest tire replacement on record. 

‘Moving back out of the front line 
we meta long column of trucks driv- 
en by American ‘soldiers carrying 
French infantry and American engi- 
neers. For the first time the Ameri- 
can flag went into action in the great 
battle on the Franco-British front. 
Lusty, eager young Americans were 
‘driving plunging trucks into new 
forming positions cheered by British 
and French soldiers. Not many of us, 
but we were there and even the few 
had good moral effect on the fighting 
of the allies. 

Germans moving up artillery at- 
tacked at dusk, but the big French 
guns, already in position, held the 
balance of power and fairly show- 
ered the north bank of the Oise and 
the country beyond with rain of 
shells. The advance of the Germans 
halted there and is still halted.

Referendum on U. R. Ordinance. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It was most gratifying to see your edi- 
torial of the 28th inst., wherein you sound 
the call to service in securing the necessary 
signatures to referendum petitions on the 
United Railways vi adem ordi- 
nance. You are in error, however in your 
statement of the number of signatures re- 
quired. The number is determined by the 
number of registered voters at the last 
mayoralty election and not by the number 
of votes cast. The registration is about 
160,000, so that 3200 approved signatures 
will have to be secured within 30 days after 
the ordinance is signed by the Mayor and 
10,200 aproved signatures within 40 days 
more (not 60 as you state); that is to say, 
within 70 days of the signing of the ordi- 
nance. 

Experience has shown that even when 
mtmost caution and care is urged in get- 
ting only genuine signatures and only those 
of registered voters, that possibly 20 per 
cent of the signatures will be invalid for 
various reasons, so thaf at least 15,000 sig- 
natures must be secured within 70 days in 
order to i re success. 

I trust the Post-Dispatch will urge all 
those opposed to the U. R. grab to get to- 
gether at the earliest possible date in order 


to defeat the promoters.

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FICTITIOUS VALUES IN TAXATION. 

Attorney-General F. W. McAllister is quoted to 
the effect that the provisions of the revised 
statutes cited a few days ago by the Post-Dis- 


tion shall equalize the several counties at the 
real value of their property, is invalid. 

His point is that the Equalizing Board was 
created by the Constitution and in its field is a 
co-ordinate body with the Legislature and not 
subject to the acts of the latter. However, the 
Constitution itself provides that “all property 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value.” It does 
not declare that the counties must be equalized 
at the values of their property, but as equaliza- 
tion is an important preliminary to taxation, 
wrong and unlawful principle is introduced when 
a departure from the only constitutional basis, 
that of value, is proposed. 

The act referred to has long been on the statute 
books. It only provides that the constitutional 
intent shall be carried out. Its requirements have 
been flagrantly disregarded by past equalizers. 
They have, however, had some excuse in the fact 
that data showing values were lacking. Ata large 


cost in money and effort figures have been made 


available astablishing values in the various 


counties. 


There may be no way of reaching the equalizers | 


if they ignore these figures and for real values 
substitute fictitious values—data hardly more re- 
liable as indicating the actual wealth of Missouri 
than figures on the crop returns of some arbi- 
trarily selected province of Siberia—the responsi- 
bility will be theirs. They cannot evade account- 
ability to the people on the plea of being without 
dependable information for a legal discharge of 
their duties. 

If an act executing the constitutional purpose 
is invalid, with what confidence may any act’s 
validity be assumed? 

After all the evasions and subterfuges and ex- 
perimentation in tax ‘matters, no safe basis for 
property taxation has ever been found other than 
the basis of value. An income tax not based on 
the size of the income would be an absurdity 
whose chief injustice would rest on the men of 
small incomes. <A property tax not based on real 
values is just as much of a mockery and is levied 
with equal jeopardy to men of limited means.

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MINIMUM WAGE FOR TEACHERS. 

The pay of our State school teachers has ob- 
viously not increased since Missouri last cast a 
horrified look at the salary list. The Federal 
Commissioner of Education must have had the 
Missouri teaching craft in mind when he issued 
his recent appeal for higher salaries in the 
schools, Of 20,208 schoolmasters and_ school- 
ma’ams in this State, 12,749 receive less than $500 
a year. Eighty-six per cent of them receive less 
than $550 a year. The average wage of a large 
number of teachers doing an important work is 
only $1.46 a day. 

In Illinois it was ruled once that teachers have 
an interest in the public revenue sufficient to en- 
able an action over tax methods to be maintained 
in their name. Chicago teachers pressed a law- 
suit resulting in sweeping revenue reforms. 
Under this ruling Missouri teachers, in obtaining 


justice for themselves, might help to equalize the 


burdens of the taxpaying public. 

The very lowest sum on which a Missouri teach- 
er can be maintained in comfort is placed at $550. 
If a minimum neg to be prescribed for other 
classes of workers; why not a minimum wage 
first of all for the State’s own faithful employes, 
the teachers? Certainly no one ought to be asked 
to assume their burdens for less than $550 a year.

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“Ee PLURIBUS UNUM’’ 

Unity of command and action for the armies 
opposed to autocracy in France is as distinctly 
an American contribution to the cause as the 100,- 
000 United States troops who have moved toward 
the battle front. Whether this unity was brought 
about by argument or by pressure, {t was a tri- 
umph of co-operation greater than any thus far 
implied or pledged in any formula of the Entente 
or in any treaty of alliance. 

The bitter lesson of our Civil War instructed 
the United States in this matter, but quite as 
powerful has been the great fact of union estab- 
lished by that conflict. When Gen. Grant took 
supreme command in 1864 there were 17 Northern 
armies, large and small, acting independently, ex- 
cept as they had some uncertain direction from 
Washington. Until long after the surrender at 
Appomattox the national motto did not truth- 
fully apply. We were many, indeed, but not “one 
out of many.” Today, in spite of defection, par- 
tisanship and demagogy here and there, and not- 
withstanding all the faultfinders, the nation is 
thoroughly conscious of its purpose and never 
before in its history was it more sternly sec upon 
its accomplishment. We have given the western 
allies help and hope almost beyond measure dur- 
ing the last 12 months, but we have imparted to 
them something finer, as we now see by their 
utterances at home and their deeds in battle. 
We have communicated to them our priceless 
spirit of unity. 

No summing up of our first year of war can be 


complete that does not dwell on this moral tri- | 
umph over the jealousy, suspicion and exclusive- | 


ness of parties, sections and classes. Henceforth 
there is to be a true alliance of armies under a 
single captain, the first results of which may 
have been witnessed when British and French 


troops, their ranks intermingled in places, fought | 
the enemy valiantly and successfully. Here is the | 


promise of the long-lcoked-for federation of na- 
tions. 

To attain the victory sought by the allies no 
less than the United States, every democracy, 
freely sacrificing its best upon the altar of free- 
dom, must come more and more under the ‘n- 
spiration of this basic American idea. The tci- 
umphant war to end war, :-a triumphant war tc 
rid the world forever of the menace of militarism, 
conducted as a business; a triumphant war to 
destroy absolutism, can hardly fail te continue in 
time of peace the unity that first expressed itself 
in conflict. The league of nations that is i» come 
will not be the league which a desolate world 
awaits unless it truly emblazon on its emblem 
the words “E Pluribus Unum.”

MR. GROSSMAN’S OFFENSE. 

Mr. E. M. Grossman's statement to the Four- 
Minute Men of the State concerning the reasons 
which induced him to resign the chairmanship 
of the organization makes it appear that his use- 
fulness as chairman was attacked because he 
defended a man charged with disloyalty under 
the espionage act. Explaining that he had been 
called upon. to defend the accused, he said: “I 
argued that what the man admitted having said 
did not constitute a violation of the espionage 
act.” 

If this were correct—if the offense charged 
against Mr. Grossman was merely having, as an 
attorney, defended a client from an accusation of 
disloyal utterances—he is greatly wronged. If 
attorneys are to be accused of disloyalty and loss 
of usefulness in patriotic service merely for legal 
defense of persons accused of disloyalty, we are 
in a bad way. Persons accused of violations of 
the espionage act, no matter how unjustly, will 
be deprived of counsel and attorneys will be de- 
barred from defending men from accusations of 
disloyalty and treason. 

The charge against Mr. Grossman was not that 
as an attorney he defended his client, but that in 
his defense he uttered improper and harmful re- 
marks concerning prosecutions under the espion- 
age act and made it appear that a large number 
of citizens were guilty of similar offenses charged 
against his client. In short, he made light of 
both offenses and prosecutions. 

The accusation against Mr. Grossman is that 
he said that the kind of remarks charged against 


his clients were due to partisanship and hostility | 


to the President and not to disloyalty, and that | 


they were common among Republicans, especial- 
ly citizens of German descent. 


He said these per- | 


sons ought not to be prosecuted, but educated and | 


brought into line. 


Mr. Grossman was not denounced for defend-| 
ing a client from an accusation of disloyalty, but | 
for attacking the prosecution of men’ accused | 
under the espionage act and making it appear | 
that this kind of loyalty was a ‘conventional of- 


fense,’’ which was disregarded in a large number | 
of cases and ought to be disregarded in all sim- | 
ilar cases.

F books on military flying and the sensations, adventur- 

ings and philosophizings of the men who fly, the war 

has begotten an abundance. And of such books as 

‘‘Cavalry of the Clouds,’’ by Capt. Alan Bott of the Royal 
Flying Corps, it can never bring forth too many. 

The book, as its author points out in the preface, deals 
with the squadron to which he belonged a year and a half ago, 
a certain crack organization which then held, and still holds, 
a proud and melancholy record in the number of its losses. 
Its casualties during August, September and October of 1916, 
constitute a record for the casualties of any one flying squad- 
ron during any three months of the war. 

Once eleven of its machines were posted as missing for a 
_ space of two days,. Nine weeks from its arrival on the Somme 
only nine of the original thirty-six pilots and observers re- 
Twelve officers flew to France with the 
flight to which Capt. Bott belonged. Six weeks after their 
first job over the lines, Bott and one other were sole survivors 


‘‘Three of the twenty-five who dropped out,’’ he says, 
‘returned to England with wounds and other disabilities; 
‘the rest, closely followed by twenty. of those who replaced 
them, went to Valhalla, which is half way to heaven; or to 
Karlsruhe, which is between hell and Freiburg-in-Breslau.’’ 

So this man saw much. And what he saw he has set down 
in straightforward, competent fashion, which goes far toward 
revealing what flying on active service really is, with its 
thrills, its poignancies and terrors.

A N inspiration—suggested to the

Bleacher-like coaching 
would be a scandal: unfriendly re- 
marks toward alien boxers are never 
heard and the visitor is treated as 
fairly as the home talent. Guar- 
antees are paid promptly; conditions 
of the articles of agreement are en- 
foreed to the letter; weights cannot 
be fudged; “stalling” can be done but 
once, and then the ax falls; cham- 
pions must defend their titles—in 
short, under National Sporting Club 
conditions, boxing is almost ideally 
handled,

“In the absence of any important 
news from the European battle front, 
the stock market today fell into al- 
most complete inertia. Total trans- 
actions of the day were the smallest 
of any full day’s business since the 
120,000 shares of Aug. 7, 1916, when 
the market halted after a period of 
liquidation, and on the eve of an- 


other advance in prices. 


“The movement of prices today, 
where any occurred, was fractionally 
downward, but the changes were not 
. important. No uneasiness over the 
war situation appeared anywhere to 
exist; the rather general consensus of 
Wall street opinion being that the 


outlook is satisfactory. 


“The foreign exchange market was 
more motionless even than the stock 
market; there was practically no 
change in rates. Russian paper cur- 
rency was slightly firmer; an actual 
100-ruble note is now selling on Wall 
street more than 3 cents per ruble 
above its price of three weeks ago. 
Today, also the Russian Government's 
gold 6% per cent bonds of 1919, sold 
at 42, as against 38% last week, and 
a low price of 38 at the opening of 


March 


“It is not easy to construe either 
movement into reflection of actual 
events; for nothing that has happened 
yet in Russia hes any reassuring 
bearing on the question of good faith 
towards the public obligation: the 
buyer of Russian external bonds is 
still very much in thé position of the 
investor or speculator who buys de- 
faulted securities of a bankrupt rail- 
way. Sometimes the venture wins; 
but in this case, it is gambling on 


curious uncertainties.” 


“Outstanding Liberty bonds were 
by far the most active part of the en- 
tire financial market; § transactions 
continuing on a large scale, though 
with no great change of price. I’rep- 
arations for the new war loan cani- 
paign continue, but it ts again nec- 
essary tO warn the whole financial 
community against taking results too 
much for granted because of the_un- 
expectedly small sum total named for 


the loan. 


“Incidentally, the calculations’ of 
Wall street, now that statements of 
income and excess profits have 
compiled and filed, are suggesting 
that the fiscal year's tax revenue was 
enormously underestimate, py the 
Treasury, while expenditure ‘as we 
now know) was being enormously 
overestimated. 

“Banking experts are naturally 
cautious in prediction; but there is 
strong opinion, based on data ir 
hand, to the effect that twelve- 
month's revenue from taxation will be 
nearly a thousand million dollars 
@reater than the $3,400,000,000 ¢sti- 
mate of last December's Treasury fe- 
rcrt. Even 89, however, the absoljite 
necessity remains to cover the war 
loan to the full amount asked by the 
Treasury and more. 

“Some interesting sidelights on the 


course of our foreign trade are con- 


tained in this mornine’s classifica- 


tion of February's results of coun- 


tries. Teh entire export trade of the 
month, as previously reported, had 
decreased $55,600,000 from that of 
February, 1917, and it was reasonable 


to suppose that the decrease had re- 
sulted from three causes-—the slack- 


éhing in manufacture of export goods 


because of the fuel and transporta- 
tion difficulties; the lack of the ship- 


ping facilities which we had a year 
ago, and the partial embargo on trade 


with certain neutrals. 
“It now appears that the $55,600,090 


total shrinkage in our exports was 


made up of $69,000,000 decrease ir. 
concignments to Europe, nad $9,000,- 
000 in those bound for other North 


American markets: these losses be- 


ing, however, strikingly offset by in- 


crease of $7,000,00) in our export trade 
with South America, and of $15,000,;- 
000 in shipments to Asia. 


“The interesting aspect of that 


comparison is its proof that, even 
when our outward trade in war ma- 
terial was curtailed by accidental cir- 
cumstances, the expansion of our 


business along the ocean routes of 


peace time continued unchecked. 


“During the eight months of the 


fiscal year up to Feb. 28, the increase 
Over the previous year in our exports 
to South America was $61,000,000: to 
Asia and Australia $76,000,300, and to 
the rest of North America $87,000,000.”
